Joins 6 Northern 
Illinois Counties 
For Uniformity 


Lee county township asses- 


sors voted three to one yes- 
terday to assess all real and 
personal property at 100 per 
cent this year. Also, they 
agreed on a standard set of 
values to place on property. 


Formerly, all property was 


first evaluated at 100 per 
cent. Then the assessor de- 
termined'30 per cent of the 
value and reported it. The 
board of review passed on 
this assessment and sent the 
tables to Springfield. 


After the state treasurer check- 


ed the 30 per cent assessment he 
would establish a tax multiplier 
to bring the figure back to 100 
per cent. For the past several 
years the multiplier has been 
3.333. 


Treasurer Gilbert P. Finch said, 


"I can't see why we should break 
down our first assessment when 
we just have to build it up again." 
The county treasurer added, "It 
takes three or four employes about 
nine weeks to multiply all the 
assessments by 3.333." 


See Much Paper Work 


The assessors readily agreed on 


personal property assessment but 
an argument broke out on real 
estate assessments. A list of prop- 
erty evaluations is sent to the 
assessors and the values are listed 
at 30 per cent. It was brought out 
that 
considerable 
paper 
work 


would be required the first year to 
bring the property assessments up 
to 100 per cent. 


Finch said six Northern Illinois 


counffes had agreed to use the 100 
per cent evaluation. "We ought 
to try to work together to get a 
uniform assessment," Finch said. 
"Some counties have .overlapping 
school districts and it isn't fair to 
have persons in the same district 
pay different taxes because the 
scale of evaluations is different in 
adjoining counties."

The Chamber based its findings 


on a study of figures issued by 
the government's Bureau of Labor 
Statistics, which keeps tabs on 
prices and wages. The conclusion 
took into account increases in 
withholding taxes. 
The Chamber 


said average factory wages rose 
from 145.3 cents in June to 156.3 
in March. 


Here Are Comparisons 


The Chamber gave these com- 


parisons: 


The price of a loaf of bread rose 


from 14 cents last June to 15.9 
cents last month, and it took, six 
minutes to earn 14 cents at aver- 
age factory wages last June and 
the same six minutes last month. 


It took 34 minutes last June to 


earn a pound of pork chops, at 
80.7 «enU, and 31 minutes last 


month, with pork chops down to 
78.9 cents. 


A No. 2 can of peas cost 20.9 


cents in June and 21.6 cents in 
February, 
but higher 
average 


wages cut the earning time from 
nine to eight minutes. 


Oranges Down 


Oranges, per dozen, were down 


from 48.9 cents in June to 46.6 
cents last month, and the earning 
time was also down—from 21 to 
19 minutes. 


Round steak shot up too much 


to be discounted by the wage rise. 
At 112.3 cents a pound in Feb- 
ruary instead of last June's 97.5 
cents, it took the average factory 
worker 45 minutes to earn a pound 
of steak in February against 41 
minutes before Korea, the Chamber 
said. 


Milk went up from June's 19.6 


cents to 23.6 last month, pushing 
the earning time up from eight to 
nine minutes.

One column struck across the 38th parallel north of Uijongbu on 


the western front and then pulled back before dusk. 


The other thrust north of the Chungpyong reservoir on th« 


central front. 


Both ran into fire fights.

and one-half hours in Red ter- 
ritory. 


Gains Half Mile 


The initial thrust carried a half

Q—How can I "tone down" the 


bright color of a red brick fire- 
place? 


A—A softer, lighter color can 


be obtained by rubbing down the 
surface with a carborundum block 
available at paint stores. This also 
will remove soot stains, leaving a 
new, clean surface. 


Q—My house has gray shake 


shingle siding, light gray windows, 
darker gray trim and a red front 
door and flower box. I'm going to 
put on a new roof. What color 
do you suggest? 


A—Use a light gray asphalt roof 


in a blend if your house is a low, 
one-story structure such as the 
popular ranch style. A light roof 
will give a feeling of height. If the 
house looks tallish, put on a dark 
room, blue-black, or a dark slate 
blend. Either will assure over-all 
harmony. 


Q—My husband and I are fur- 


nishing a, new home, and would 
like advice on whether to buy fur- 
niture tn a light wood or » darker 
shade. 


A—This is a matter of personal 


taste, since furniture in hardwood 
veneer is equally durable and at- 
tractive whether light or dark. It 
would be best to select a wood 
which harmonizes with wall panel- 
ing and other woodwork in the 
house. A light or blond wood gives 
spaciousness to small rooms.

Heat Pump' Taps 
Warmth in Earth 


The day may come when under- 
round temperatures will heat the 
majority of homes in winter and 
keep them comfortably cool on 
the hottest days of summer. 


Further development of a de- 


vice known as a "heat pump," 
which operates on the same prin- 
ciple as the cooling unit of the 
electric r e f r i g e r a t o r in your 
kitchen, is expected to make this 
type of heating not only possible 
but practicable. 


The food storage space of the 


refrigerator is made cold because 


the refrigerating unit absorbs the 
heat in the box and pumps it into 
the room. Similarly, the heat 
pump draws warmth from the 
earth and spreads it in the house. 
A vast reservoir of heat is avail- 
able to be tapped in this manner 
since the temperature of the earth 
remains virtually constant, around 
54 degrees, below the frost line. 


Various methods can be used to 


distribute this heat, once pumped 
into the house, the most conve- 
nient being the 
circulation of 


warm air. In summed, the house 
can be cooled merely by revers- 
ing the heat pump. As a cooling 
mechanism, the 
pump removes 


the heat from 
the house and 


ransfers it into the cooler ground. 


While this revolutionary type 


of heating 
is 
generally 
more 


costly than conventional heating 
)lants, research and continued 
mprovement of the heat pump 
lystem is expected to make its 
>peration less expensive.

Six Months Is Scant Time to 
Turn Out Today's Soldiers 


In the draft bill approved by the house armed services 


committee and awaiting action on the floor, a six months 
training period is proposed under the universal military train- 
ing program. 


This feature matches the time span set forth in the 
senate measure already passed, and coincides with the recom- 
mendations of the defense department. 


But there's a real question whether six months is suffi- 


cient even for minimum training of potential soldiers in this 
day of highly specialized combat operations. It is likely the 
defense department realizes this but has scaled down its de- 
mands to what it thought congress would approve. 
• 
* * 


A few years back a writer in the Infantry Journal, which 


reflects fairly well the most advanced military opinion, de- 
clared that today it should take two years to make a good 
soldier out of the average citizen. Many advocates of UMST 
have since urged that two years be the prescribed period of 
duty. 


Why should this be necessary? 
The answer is in the changed character of warfare. As 


Fletcher Pratt points out in the current Atlantic Monthly, 
the infantry is no longer a loose collection of men armed 
with rifles and machine guns. 


The whole trend of infantry warfare has been toward a 


high degree of technical specialization. Steadily the foot 
soldiers have been equipped with more and more weapons 
' like the bazooka, the various types of recoilless cannon, mor- 
tars, chemical explosives, even anti-aircraft guns. 


To make best use of these weapons, the infantry has now 


been divided into smaller and more compact subordinate 
units which operate with a good deal of independence and 
self-reliance. Because the individual unit's fire-power is 
much greater than in the old rifle and machine gun days, 
soldiers often move out from under their protective artillerj 
cover. Their situation on the front may call for daring and 
extreme resourcefulness. • 
* * 


The meaning of this trend is plain. To understand and 
operate the complex and varied weapons of today's warfare, 
a soldier needs a considerable technical grasp. Mechanical 
aptitudes are far more important than even in Work 
WarH. 


Moreover, a higher average level of intelligence is re- 


quired, since not only the weapons but the tactical maneu- 


1 verg employed by 1951 infantry call for sharp understanding 
; and a power to make decisions. Particularly is their greater 
demand for men with leadership qualities, the break-up ol 


; the inf antry into smaller units compels more soldiers to lead 
than ever before. 


In a word, the army of today is highly professional or it 


is nothing. Any training which makes of the soldier some- 
thing less than a professional is neither fair to him nor safe 
for the nation. The day is gone when we can keep a small 
standing army around which amateur citizen soldiers may 
rally in emergencies. If we try to do that, we will almost 
certainly get only amateur results if our army is put to the 
test. 


The Doctor Says: 


Jaundice Now Recognizec 
As Serious Health Problem 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M. D. 


We keep learning new things 


about diseases which afflict the 
human body and diseases which 
were not even known a genera- 
tion ago keep cropping up to 
plague us. For example, the ca- 
tarrhal jaundice of 20 or 30 years 
ago, which was thought of as a 
sort of irritation of the bile pas- 
sages, has become known as mf- 
fectious or epidemic hepatitis. It 
is recognized as a virus disease 
attacking the liver, and accepted 
as a pretty serious health prob- 
lem. 


There are some peculiar things 


about this disease. It caused a 
good deal of trouble during World 
War EC and at times a good many 
men were laid up with jaundice. 
The virus responsible is present 
in a good many places and has 
been carried by blood transfusion, 
hypodermic needles and recently 
infections 
have been reported 


from tattooing. 


Fortunately, the vast majority 


of those who acquire this infec- 
tion recover without any appar- 
ent serious after effects. 
The 


acute illness, however, is un 
pleasant and is almost always ac- 
companied by fever and the typi* 
•41 yellow «olor vt UM whits* of 


the eyes and the skin. 


It takes a while—often several 


months—to recover. Rest in bed 
combined with the proper diet has 
to be kept up for a long time 


A curious thing about it is that 


it is almost impossible during the 
active stage to take any alcoholic 
drink because the liver has ap 
parently lost its ability to handle 
this substance. 
Anyway, alco- 


holic liquors should be strictly 
avoided in this illness. 


A few victims of infectious he 


patitis seem to develop a chronic 
form of the disease which keeps 
them below par for a long time. 
There isn't any highly successfu 
treatment for this but^ care in 
diet and attention to the general 
health are necessary for a long 
time.

Dear Editor: 


On March 28 a column appeared 


in the Voice of the People, which 
was supposed to have been written 


a wife of one of the employees. 


In this article, she asks the ques- 
;ion as to whether this was Russia 
or America, referring to the strike 
at the Chain factory. 


It appears to us that this was 


a dumb and ignorant question. If 
this was Russia, does she think 
she would be able to voice her 
opinion as she did in your column? 
We are all agreed that she most 
certainly has a right to her opin- 
ion, but by the same token we 
don't agree with what she says. 


A large number of us on strike, 


who are war veterans, sacrificed 
our home life and loved ones dur- 
ing the last war so that we in 
America (including the wife of one 
of our employees) could maintain 
forever the Freedom of the Ameri- 
can People and to spread that 
Freedom throughout the world. 


The vast majority of the em- 


ployees at the Columbus McKin- 
non Chain corporation are work- 
ing there because we have to work 
someplace and regardless of where 
it is, we are going to continue to 
fight for our rights as American 
people should. Not only for our- 
selves, but for our children's sake 
and for the other working people, 
who will take over when we pass 
on and who, we hope will continue 
to fight for the true rights of the 
American working people. 


The working conditions at the 


Columbus McKinnon Chain corpo- 
ration, that were in effect, were of 
such a nature that we as Ameri- 
can working people wanted our 
rights and joined the United Steel- 
workers of America to help us de- 
mand just and fair treatment as 
employees. 


We had no rights to advance- 


ment, no seniority (which is the 
most sacred right of any worker 
any place) no recourse in griev- 
ance procedure, long hours of work 
with no overtime pay by the day. 
Some of us had also taken a cut 
in wages, since the Columbus Mc- 
Kinnon Chain corporation 
has 


taken over. 


Also, we were in negotiations 


with representatives of the com- 
pany, our union representatives 
and duly elected representatives 
of the workers in the plant. We 
spent some 20 hours at those 
meetings and the Columbus Mc- 
Kinnon Chain corporation refused 
to even use as a basis of negotia- 
tions, the agreement they have 
with our union, the USA, in Ango- 
la, New York, a plant which has 
been organized for a number of 
years. 


We also know that we live in 


Dixon. We know that the rate of 
pay for the metal working indus- 
tries in this area is far above ours, 
we know that working conditions, 
hours of work, seniority provisions 
and pension and insurance are a 
part of labor-management agree- 
ments in this area for all types of 
work being done. Aren't we here 
in Dixon entitled to ask the Co- 
lumbus McKinnon Chain corpora- 
tion for fair and just treatment as 
employees ? 


When the management repre- 


sentatives decided to return to 
New York, after meeting with us 
on the 16th and 17th of this month, 
they would not even set a time 
when they would be back to re- 
sume negotiations. They said that 
maybe they would be back the 
Week after Easter, maybe they 
would not, but they would let us 
know through a local attorney, 
when they would return. 


W« ar» ready and willing at any 


time or place (as we have been 
since we started to negotiate with 
the Columbus McKinnon Chain 
corporation) to sit down with 
management and negotiate an 
agreement, which will terminate 
this strike and all employees will 
return to work.

the above statement we ask the 
editor to please publish our names.

Jacoby on Canasta 


How to Play in the Clutch 


By OSWALD JACOBY

"You recently wrote an article 


with which I disagree," writes a 
Chicago correspondent. "You said 
that it pays to play for a big 
score when the opponents are far 
ahead of you. I maintain that you 
should play for a fast out. 


"Recently I was involved in a 
lanasta game, in which my oppo- 
enta had 4400 points, while my 
partner and I had 1400. We needed 


points, they needed 120. They 


lad two red treys on the table. 


"My partner and I were able to 


make two canastas, score approxi- 
mately 900 points and catch our 
opponets with a minus 500. The 
fact that they were minus 500, 
with two red treys, is evidence 
that one of them was very close to 
a meld. At the conclusion of this 
land we had 2400 points, and they 
had 3900 points. 


"The 
succeeding hand, -fortu- 


nately, went the very same way 
and at the conclusion of this hand 
we had 3300 points, while they had 
3400 points. 


"Ironically, in the third hand, 


they had 800 in red treys and 
again we were able to go out 
quickly and put them down to 
about 2300 points while we went 
past 4000. 


"Then, on the fourth hand, we 


finally won the game. Yes, on the 
fourth hand we played for all the 


points we could play for, but if 
we had tried to amass a high score 
on the very first hand, as indicatt-i 
above . . . the story would have 
been different." 


There is no doubt at all in my 


mind that it sometimes pays to go 
for a fast out. The nature of your 
hand has much to do with it. 


Thus, if you have four or five 


kings and four or five queens to- 
gether with a few wild cards, you 
are practically out hut have very 
poor prospects of controlling the 
discard pile. That sort of han^ 
should be played for a fast out. 


Contrariwise, if you have four 


or five different pairs, together 
with a joker or two, you have 
excellent prospects of getting and 
controlling the discard pile; but 
you have only a slim chance of 
melding out quickly. That sort 
of hand should be played for a 
big score. 


If you have a choice, my advice 


is to go after everything that isn'V 
nailed down. If you are lucky on 
the next three or four hands, you 
can use that luck to win the next 
game.

Homemctkers

Having been on several home visits the past month among our 


extension cooperators—s&me common problems have come to light. 
One of these is on color. 


Remember color is the medium for making the house pleasar.t and 


attractive. Select colors for the bedroom that are restful and for the 


I living rooms those that are cheerful and inviting. Choose ones in the 
kitchen that will make you whistle while you work. 


Never use equal amounts of 


color either, that brings on monot- 
ony. When choosing a two-color 
scheme decide which color is liked 
better and use about 60 per cent of 
this main color, of the second color 
cover about 40 per cent of the 
area; this including variations of 
darkness, lightness, dullness and 
brightness. 
^ 
Many persons like three colors— 


be careful when you choose this 
many however. Use large areas of 
the main color in several places 
about the room. Use a smaller 
amount of the second color and 
only a little of the third. This third 
color might be called "accent" 
and it can be very bright, often- 
times. 


First plan the colors for the 


«« walls, floor and ceiling, since they 
^ are the largest areas and form the 


background, too. Your main idea is 
to avoid contrast here, trying to 
maintain unity or flow of color. 
One good plan is to have ceiling 
the lightest color, walls a little 
darker and the floor darker than 
the walls.

and rug without pattern, these

JK schemes being wise choices for the 
™ bedroom. If you prefer pattern, 


then be sure that you follow the 
"rule of three." With these three 
large items divided into plain, fig- 
ure and geometric (stripes, plaids 
and dots). The eye must find 
enough plain space in any room 
for rest 


Colors look best and the room 


becomes a unit when the scheme is 
repeated in all parts of it, that is 


ta across the floor, up on all the walls 


and out into the room on the furni- 
ture and accessories. 


It U often wise to carry the 


same color scheme 
throughout 


your house. Different values of a 
two or three color scheme gives 
a wide enough choice, so that one 
can do this easily. When such a 
scheme is followed color has a 
rhyme and reason because of 
unity.

Cleaning Hints 


Window shades—Do not let your 


shades become too. soiled. It will 
be necessary 
to determine 


shades are washable or non-wash- 
able. A non-washable shade with 
even slight amounts of moisture 
will lose color from its surface, 
' Test a tiny inconspicuous area 
first. 


Lay the washable shade on 


flat surface, dust with a soft brush 
£ or cloth. Then wash by using a 


sponge or soft cloth and soap 
Jelly, applying the jelly to a smal 
area at a time. 


Thoroughly rinse off all the soap 


with a clean sponge or cloth wrung 
out of clear water. Be sure to clean 
both sides, and let the surfaces 
dry thoroughly before you roll it. 


If the shade is non-washable, lay 


it flat on a large table. Remove as 
much dust as possible again with 


MJ soft brush or cloth. Then clean it on 


both sides, using wall paper clean- 
er or a chemically treated sponge 
Again be sure the shade is thor- 
oughly dry before rolling it. 


Shampooing furniture1—Is some 


of your upholstered furniture look- 
ing a bit dingy this spring? Then 
it's time to try a clean-up treat 
ment. Shampooing with soap jelly 
is a satisfactory treatment for 
fabrics that are color fast. 


•A 
To make the jelly: Pour one cup 
" of hot water over two cups mile 


soap flakes, and beat the mixture 
to a jelly with a rotary beater. 


Be sure to test fabrics to make 


sure they won't change color. Do 
it in a place where It will not show 
using this method. Dip a cloth in 
lukewarm water, wring It dry, and 


,hen dip it in soap jelly. Rub the 
elly on the spot. Then rinse with 
a cloth wrung dry out of clear 
ukewarm water. 


If the color isn't affected, pro- 


:eed with the shampooing. Apply 
the soap jelly to only a small area 
at a time, and rinse it out thor- 
oughly. Be careful not to dampen 
he stuffing in the furniture.

You can wash a fabric lamp shade 
f the shade is sewed—not glued— 
:o the frame. Be sure to check this 
carefully first. 


Then, if it is sewed, dust it well, 


seing sure to get all dust out of 
pleats, loops and trimming. Then 
jlace the shade in mild soap suds 
n your bathtub. Brush the shade 
with a soft-bristled brush, working 
on the lining, too. 


Careful rinsing is important, in 


order to avoid stains. Rinse sever- 
al times, using water of the same 
temperature as was used for wash- 
ing. 


Set the shade on a bath towel 


after it is rinsed and let it drain. 
Do not rub it, since marks may 
come and fabric may get out of 
shape. 


To clean parchmentized shades 


(paper-like) dust them, using a 
cleaning tissue or soft cloth. Wring 
a sponge dry, and wipe the shade 


Hi a circular motion. Rinse the 


sponge and wipe again.

Lucius D. Clay, leaving his high 
mobilization job to reenter private

quarters, Clay told a reporter. 


The cutbacks have been cautious 


so far. he said, partly because 
defense leaders 
want 
to 
avoid 


widespread layoffs. 
These would 


scatter the laboi- force in indus- 
tries which later will be loaded 
with defense work. 
! 


Clay forecast a strong showing 


through the next three months by 
passenger car producers despite 
the one-fifth reduction in steel. 
The bulk of needed materials al- 
ready is on hand, he explained. 


Clay's decision to quit Wash- 


ington was announced yesterday. 
He was one of the two special 
assistants to Charles E. Wilson, 
director of the Office of Defense 
Mobilization. The other is Finan- 
cier Sidney Wemberg. 


Eases Problem 


Clay will resume the board 


chairmanship of Continental Can 
Co., 
New York, from which he 


took leave in December. 


His departure was expected to 


ease Wilson's problem of making 
peace with organized labor. Union 
leaders, who have pulled out of 
the defense agencies in protest 
against mobilization policies, 
aimed much of their criticism at 
Clay. 


There was no question of a 


breach between Wilson and Clay, 
however. The general, famed as 
the military governor of Germany 
during the .Berlin blockade, came 
to ODM with the understanding 
he'd 
go home when the job of 


organization was well advanced. 


Moreover, Clay said he'll come 


back whenever Wilson wants him. 
The call may come next fall, he 
indicated, when the pressures of 
shortage begin to hurt. 


Not the Answer 


Union spokesmen made it clear 


today, however, that they do not 
regard Clay's departure as the 
answer to their complaint.

spokesman for the CIO said: 


"We never asked for Clay's re- 


moval. We have been asking for 
representation (in the making of 
mobilization policy)."
